— Oroupa sympathetic boor allied with the lneurgent left-like 
the Catholic Legal Aid Boclety, the Salvadoran Buaan Rlghta 
ConuBiaalon, and the Mother* of Political Prlaonera and 
Vlctlma Organisation— continue to Inflate the death toil 
flgurea to where the world aiedla routinely repeats numbers 
ranging froo 35*000 to 40,000 deatha since January 1960. It 
la often alleged thet the junte la responsible for over 601 
of this total. 

— Our beat est lute of the total number of destha due to 
violence in El Salvador for the peat two yeera would be 
around 22,000. 

— This figure includes all battlefield deaths and non-political 
deatha of which there Bay be perhape 6,000. 

— Of the 16,000 or ao deaths, ye feel are politically inspired, 
about 306 are attributable to right-wing terrorlat and 
vigilante groups, about 40% are due to left-wing violence, 
and a remaining 301 to official government police and 
military operations. 

— These estimates— while necessarily roogh— do reflect our 
concerted effort to analyse quantitative and qualitative date 
over the past two yeara. 
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JtbZrttFmf indicates thai both civilian and military 
^TemenTe^r^he qovernmeni ltav«- twen increasing their »i lorcc 
to curb official violence and right-wing vigilante violence. 

The military high command has stepped up disciplinary 
measures against officers and enlisted personnel known to be 
Involved In criminal abuses of authority! although most 
military personnel— and there are hundreds— have merely been 
transferred or discharged during the pamt two years for these 
actions, more recently we see some instances where the most 
serious offenders are tried before military criminal courts.

ACTIVE MEMBERSHIP IN SUCH GROUPS IN EL SALVADOR PROBABLY OSCIUTES
